Former Antioch Man Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Attack 
in Chicago

tioch, 111., is a member of a heavy 
automotive maintenance company 
which recently was awarded a Merit- 
orious Service plaque by LI. 'Gen. 
Dan I. Sultan, commanding general 
of the India-Burma theater. 

The plaque, one of the highest hon- 
ors bestowed upon an organization by 
the theater commander, was awarded 
to the unit for the period from 1 
December, 1943, to 31 May 1945. 

During this period the unit handled 
a total of 28,076 job orders which iri- 
cuded repair and rebuilding of thou- 
sands of vehicles, performing the ma- 
jor portion of the maintenance work 
for the entire base section of the 
theater. 

Members of the unit arrived in the 
India-Burma theater in November, 
1943, and their first major assign- 
ment was to perform maintenance on 
more than 2,000 vehicles held in 
stock. 

"Last fall the three other mainten- 
ance units operating in the base were 
assigned to forward areas, leaving

An editorial we'd frequently like to write but 
seldom feel equal to is something about the good work 
the farm folks have been doing in the interests of win- 
ning the war and also of winning the peace. 

Now, as we look at it, the farmer doesn't choose 
his work purely from patriotic motives. He works at his 
job for the same reason that anybody else docs, because 
he needs, to earn a living. 

Just the same, though, we've sometimes thought 
there are quite a few rural folks who were deserving'of 
citations during the past few years "for service and be- 
yond the call of duty." 

For our part, we've never felt too much called 
upon to offer any excess sympathy for the farmer. 

We figure he doesn't need it any, more than the 
factory or office worker, or -the service man in the field. 

Sure, he works hard, puts in long hours, and has 
to keep his nose to tlje grindstone, figuratively speak- 
ing. At the same time, he has pretty interesting work, 
with lots of variety. He has to be about everything, from 
an amateur veterinarian to a mechanic, from an ac- 
countant to a carpenter, from a capitalist to a day labor- 
er. 

At the same time, although his life is tiring and 
frequently exasperating, it is (believe it or not!) seldom 
dull. The unexpected is always happening on a farm, 
and sometimes it happens several times in succession. 

A farmer is more of a gambler than a stock 
market plunger is. He gambles on the weather, he gam- 
bles on his own ability, on the, probable market value of 
his crops and cattle, on whether or not his machinery 
will hold up for another season or break down right 
away, and on innumerable other things during the 
course of a day, week, month or year. 

What city folks think is a farmer's stolidity or 
placidity just ain't so — it's just the professional gam- 
bler's famed "poker face." 

No, we don't feel sorry for the farmer on account 



of his dull life— we just admire the fact that he is 'able 
to make a living the hard way. 

And once in a while we kind of envy him. Espe- 
cially since rationing.

Worn out cars plus post war^psychology combine 
to make a dangerous driving situation, in the months 
ahead according to a warning issued today by Charles 
M. Hayes, President of the Chicago Motor club. 

He says: "when V. J. Day arrives several million 
fighting; men accustomed to the danger of Anziq, the 
Belgian Bulge and Okinawa, will be back behind the 
wheel. Civilian motorists who have been restricted by 
rationing and other regulations will find themselves 
unhampered by such restrictions. Many drivers, .will 
discover they are out of practice and no longer used 
to handling an automobile. And the cars which last 
through the war Will be old. and deteriorated. 

"This is a deadly combination! 

"Will the lifting of wartime restrictions, com- 
bined with the exhilaration and release from strain 
following < the victory, result in an epidemic of unpre- 
cedented highway massacre? ' 

I "Acident statistics show that the number of fatal- 

ities in automobile injury accidents increases tremen- 
, dously with increases in speed. At 20 miles an hour 
there are , 12 fatalities in each 1,000 injuries. But at 
51 miles an hour and over there are 92 deaths—nearly 
eight times as many. Evidence of this was demonstrated 
when the national speed limit of 35 miles an hour was 
made effective. Traffic deaths dropped 43 per cent. 

"We are faced with the prospect of. breaking our 
own pre-war high fatality records in an unequalled traf- 
fic carnage — if we do not ,work today for the future 
• traffic safety."
